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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 3, 5-8, and 10-20 are presented for examination. 

Applicant's Amendment filed May 29, 2008 has been received and entered into 
the present application. Claims 1, 3, 5-8, and 10-20 are pending and is herein examined 
on the merits. 

Applicant's arguments, filed May 29, 2008 have been fully considered. 
Rejections not reiterated from previous Office Actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete 
set of rejections presently being applied to the instant application. 

Maintained Claim Rejections under 35 USC § 103 

The rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-8, and 10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Abe et al. (US Patent No. 6506552 B2), in view of Rifkin 
(US Patent No. 7160565 B2), and further in view of Posner (US Patent No. 6017946) 
has been maintained for the reasons stated in the prior Office Action November 29, 
2007 and further in view of the following remarks. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that tlie cited references do not disclose any amino acid 
composition consisting essentially of specific six amino acids (proline, alanine, valine, 
isoleucine, lysine, and glutamine in specific molar ratios. 

Examiner draws Applicant's attention to Abe et al. (US Pat. No. 6506552 B2) 
where it teaches an amino acid trehalose composition which comprises proline, glycine, 
valine, isoleucine, lysine, and trehalose in specific molar ratios as the instant claims. 
Further, Rifkin teaches a composition comprising of glutamine, amino acids, Coenzyme 
Q10, and further Fuchs et al. (US Patent 6514544 B2) is incorporated here because it 
bteaches a refreshing drink composition comprising glutamine from 0.1 to 1% (see 
claim 25). 

Applicant is reminded this is not an anticipation rejection this is an obviousness 
rejection. In obviousness rejection a combination of references is used, and the 
references are relied upon in combination and are not meant to be considered 
separately as in a vacuum. It is the combination of all of the cited and relied upon 
references that make up the state of the art with regard to the claimed invention. 
Applicant's claimed invention fails to patentably distinguish over the state of the art 
represented by the combination of the cited references. In re Young, 403 F.2d 754, 159 
USPQ 725(CCPA 1968); In re Keller 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Moreover, it is noted that rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are based on 
combinations of references, where the secondary references are cited to reconcile the 
deficiencies of the primary reference with the knowledge generally available to one 
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ordinary sl^ill in the art to show that the differences between Applicant's invention and 
the prior art are such that they would have been modifications that were prima facie 
obvious to the skilled artisan. It is noted that the claimed invention is not required to be 
expressly suggested in its entirety by any one or all of the references cited under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would 
have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ871 (CCPA 1981). 

For these reasons, and those already made of record at pages 3-5 of the 
previous Office Action dated November 29, 2007, of which such reasons are 
incorporated herein by reference, rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-8, and 10-20 remain proper 
and is maintained. 

Applicant's amendments and remarks have been carefully considered in their 
entirety, but fail to be persuasive in establishing error in the propriety of the present 
rejection.

No claims of the present application are allowed.
